What is your real name? 

My real names Roy Marsh. 

How old are you? 5

I'm 34 years old. 
You look much younger than that Roy, how do you keep yourself looking so 
young? 

Roy laughs out loud, “Oil of Ulay” mate. 

So when did you start DJ-ing? 

| first got into music when | was 16, because we weren't allowed out late we used to 
have a house party and play music to each other — this is what sparked off my DJ-ing! 
Why do you think you’ve been successful as a DJ? 

I've been playing out for 9 years and going back to when | was sixteen years old in 
the bedroom playing music to my friends, it was all about laying a tune which made 
people say “cor — thats wicked” — | nearly always play to the crowd which makes my 
music different to any other DJ on the circuit. 

Do you play a set or do you play what the crowd wants? 


A DJ | know plays a “set” for a few weeks at a time then adds new records to his 
“set”. A punter might ask him for a record and he won't be able to play it because it’s 
not in his “set”. | ike to play records that people ask for and | always carry 100-150 
records when | play out so that | can play to different crowds in different clubs and get 
them rocking! 


How many plays do you get per weekend? 


fucker — and | will go out cad ply from 10pm to 10am every week without fail. 

| have 2 main residencies Spirit at the SW1 Club and A.W.OLL. at The Paradise Club 
— my favourite club is A.W.O.L. because no one cares who you are or what you 
wear, the people there are well into their music and the atmosphere and crowds are 
second to none — it lifts me right up when | play there and reminds me why I'm a DJ! 
Do you like live percussionists — to accompany your set? 

If they are good there wicked — it gives the DJ a lot of scope, it’s like having a third

deck — you can drop in Acapellas and let the records run out and the whole thing 
sounds wicked — the only drawback — is if their out of time and just making a load of 
noise — it fucks the mixes up 


What do you think of the Jungle scene? 


| think it’s different — | can”t really comment on it as it’s not my scene ~ but | heard 
that tune by General Levy the other day and | have to take my hat off - it’s a br 
fresh tune which is very innovative

Have you ever put on any events? 


Yes! | used to do the Qée Pasa underground parties — our aim was to put on a safe, 
friendly warehouse party with sensible security — who didn’t hassle people in the party 
and were there to keep order — not spoil the party. 


Scene says: A big shout out to everyone who has attended a Qée Pasa party — you 
know the koo! 


Have you any plans for the future? 


To keep my job as a DJ and to keep the scene alive and kicking! | also want Quaff 
records to continue doing as well as it has been doing — | hope dance music carries 
on and the all night parties last forever

What was your previous occupation before making it as a DJ? 

| was a ticket collector for the London Underground. 

What made you want to become a DJ? 


When | used to go out to Rave in ‘88 | heard Grooverider and Frankie Valentine mixing up 

tunes and as | was buying records | wasn’t satisfied with playing records on my hi-fi — | wanted 

s play both records at once so | went out and bought 2 decks and a mixer and taught myself 
jow to mix. 


What does being a DJ involve? 


It involves a lot of hard work and perseverance — it involves long hours — lot's of practice — most 
DJ's make music and get plates cut — when you go to cut tunes you could be there for 1/2 a 
day. So being a DJ could be 24-7 business. 


Why do you think you have been a successful DJ? 


| can play what the promoters and the punters want! 
Where do you buy your records? 


| go to several shops, but my favourite shops are Blackmarket Records, Section 5, Lucky Spin 
and The Record Basement. 


How much do you spend per week? 


| do get given a lot of records by other DJ’s and distribution companies, but | spend £10 to 
£150 per week depending on what is about. 


How many plays do you per night? 

| do 3-4 usually — the most I've ever had is 6 plays. 

What so you think about dropping Dub plates when you play out? 

| think dub plates are a necessity — bearing in mind the amount of up and coming DJ’s on the 
scene iia moment! Top DJ's have to play dub plates to be one step ahead of the up and 
comings: 

Have you played abroad? 

| have played in Canada, Spain and Australia — they were all really good, but no where is bet- 
ter than London at the moment — the music coming out at the moment is wicked! 

Do you like working with MC's? 

Some of them! Originality is the key - 2 MC’s | like working with are MC. GQ & MC Moose. 


What so you think of the Jungle Scene at the moment? 

Its exploding at the moment! The production of the music is X10 times better than it’s ever been 

— The Jungle Raves are getting busier and busier and this year has seen Jungle at is biggest yet! 

What DJ's do you rate on the scene at the present? 

There are quite a few, but | regularly do a back 2 back with Randall and | rate him very highly 

at the moment. 

Do you listen to any other types of music? 

ie — | listen to most dance music — House, Soul. Reggae and Rap — whatever I’m in the mood 
r. 

Have you made any records? 

I've made a few — but I’m a perfectionist and | want to make a wicked tune in the same line as 

the helicopter tune — on Moving Shadow! I've got a new tune coming out with DJ Monk, watch 

out for that! 

Are you pleased with your career so far? 

Well, before | started DJing — | didn’t have much of a future — ra has gave me a better 

career and put my life into a new direction and it’s down to me to follow the direction I've been 

given. 

What are your favourite places to play at? 

| like playing at A.W.O.L., Roast & Quest! The biggest Rave I’ve played at was Universe 

30,000 people - wicked atmosphere! 

We have heard you were a knockout at the Roller Express recently and won the je 

Soundclash Belt (Musical version of the W.B.A./W.B.C. Boxing Belt)! How does it feel to be 

the champion? 

It feels good —| didn’t think I’d won it— as | thought it would be judged on how many rewinds 

each DJ got! DJ Rap got 12 - so | thought | needed 13 to win — So | drew out some wicked 

tunes! 

Has anyone challenged you for your title yet? — and what sort of training are you going to 

do? . 

No one has challenged me yet — and even if they do Ive got 6 months as champion before | 

have to defend my belt.

DJ Slipmatt won a joint award with DJ Randall at 
the Elevation Awards for being the best Hardcore 
DJ on the circuit - today The Scene went fo sunny 
Walthamstow - home of East 17, DJ Hype and DJ 
Rap + lots + lots of super-duper stars fo have an 
exclusive look into the world of Slipmatt. 


What is your real name? 

Matthew. 

How long have you been a DJ? 

I've been playing out since 1989. 

How did the name “Slipmatt” come about? 

It was made up by a friend when | started to mix 

Hardcore. 

How many records have you released? 

Around 11 in total — some were released on XL Reconangs 
cl 


— some were put out on White Labels and the others were released on Awesome Records whi: 
is mine and DJ Limes record label. 


One of your best selling tunes was “On A Ragga Tip” which led you to chart success — could 
you tell us what it was like being on Top of the Pops”? 


It was quite an experience and led to a lot of live PA work in the Hardcore scene. The funniest 
part was before we went on we was in the canteen which was also shared by the Eastenders 
cast — | had tea or as Pete Beale would say “splosh” with Dot Cotton and Arthur Fowler — an 
experience to be cherished for ever? 

Before you became a headline DJ what were your last two jobs? 

| was a courier which helped me out a lot now as | always have to find my way around London 
and all over the UK. My last job B4 my DJ break was as an electrician. 

What was your big DJ break? 

| had two big break’s Raindance and Fantazia which set me off to a flying start. 

How many plays do you get on an average weekend? 

Usually 3-4 per night! One night | played at seven places which left me totally knackered and 
that was the most plays | have ever completed and bean on time for in one night. 

A lot of people think you are the best Hardcore DJ on the scene at the moment. What do you 
think makes you so successful? 

| normally read the crowd and try to play exactly the type of music they want — | mix up tunes 
differently to other DJ's and always ah records which have plenty of get up and go in them — 
| prefer to play a happy set! 

Do you listen to any other types of music other than Hardcore? 

Yes | listen to Reggae and Jungle. 

When you play out who are your favourite promoters to work for? 

Club Kinetic, Stoke; Milwaukees, Rushden; One Nation, London; Dream Scape, Milton Keynes 
and Helter Skelter, Milton Keynes. 


How do you think the music and the Hardcore scene has changed over the last 8 months? 


Towards Christmas last year the music was becoming dark and depressing and the scene 
wasn’t really kicking. But this year especially now in July the music is back to being really good. 
The scene has improved 100% and everywhere is getting full up to capacity again. 


What other DJ's do you rate? 
All| can say on that is any DJ who plays for the crowd and not for him or herself 
Do you prefer DJing or making tunes? 


Both because when I’m DJing | can see what goes down well at a Rave and then when I’m 
making music | can make it so that the music will get a good response and | know that the tune 
will sell well. 


Do you have any plans for the future? 


Yes! I've a a new label which I’m starting soon which will be strictly Hardcore, which will 


feature all the top happy DJ's on the circuit. My other label “Awesome” Records will be a 


strictly Jungle label. Also I’m moving from sunny Walthamstow soon ~ to move into a new place 
in Essex.
